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Madam  CHAIRMAN,  MEMBERS  of  the  COUNCIL, 


The  time  has  come,  once  more,  for  me  to  present  my 
Report  in  accordance  with  Circular  19/56  (Wales).  It  is  the 
fifty-ninth  in  the  series. 

There  was  a substantial  rise  in  the  birth  rate  and  an 
insignificant  rise  in  the  death  rate.  Infant  mortality  has  risen 
above  that  of  last  year,  which  was  the  lowest  on  record. 

Although,  from  the  climatic  point  of  view,  the  weather 
could  not  have  been  worse,  this  does  not  seem  to  have  had  an 
adverse  effect  on  the  health  of  the  community. 

The  only  increase  in  notifications  were  those  of  scarlet 
fever.  There  was  a pronounced  drop  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
measles  and  whooping  cough.  There  were  two  cases  of 
meningococcal  infection,  both  males  under  two  years  of  age. 
There  were  two  cases  of  poliomyelitis,  one  paralytic  and  one 
non-paralytic.  Immunisation  against  this  dread  disease*  started 
during  the  year  under  review.  Experiments  on  a small  scale 
were  conducted  in  immunisation  against  influenza.  There  were 
five  cases  of  food  poisoning.  Three  were  of  unknown  origin  and 
two  were  confirmed  as  having  been  caused  by  salmonella  typhi 
murium.  During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  there  were  several 
cases  of  sonne  dysentery.  There  were  no  notifications  of  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  neither  were  there  any  deaths. 

This  is  the  first  time  that  this  has  ever  happened. 

Only  once  before  have  we  had  so  low  a number  of 
notifications  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  as  during  the  past  year. 
B.C.G.  vaccination  has  been  offered  to  children  in  the  13-14  group  ; 
there  has  been  a very  good  response.  There  was  no  visit  from 
the  mass  radiography  unit,  owing  to  the  fact  that  it  was  fully 
booked  up  elsewhere. 

The  new  Food  Hygiene  regulations  came  into  force  on 
January  1st,  1956.  The  sections  relating  to  the  constructional 
improvement  in  shops  were  held  in  abeyance  until  July  1st  in 
order  to  give  shop  owners  time  to  make  the  necessary  alterations 
without  embarrassment. 

The  Council  has  devoted  much  time  and  thought  to  the 
problem  of  subsidence  which  occurs  chiefly  in  the  upper  end  of 
the  Garw  Valley  and  various  consultations  have  been  held  with 
the  National  Coal  Board  in  a sincere  effort  to  find  a solution  for 
this. 
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It  is  gratifying  to  find  that  there  has  been  full  employment 
in  the  area  and  a decrease  in  the  number  of  people  on  the  Disabled 
Persons  Register.  In  fact,  if  we  could  offer  suitable  accommoda- 
tion, work  could  be  found  for  an  ever  increasing  number  of  miners. 
There  is  great  disappointment  in  the  fact  that  land  has  not  been 
made  available  for  a considerable  housing  programme. 

Throughout  the  year,  we  have  been  short  staffed,  having 
had  only  one  Public  Health  Inspector  who  has  performed  his 
onerous  duties  in  an  outstandingly  creditable  manner.  I must 
also  pay  tribute  to  the  clerk  in  the  Public  Health  Department 
who  has  performed  her  duties  in  an  exceedingly  efficient  manner. 

I thank  the  surveyor  and  his  staff  for  their  assistance  in 
drawing  up  the  graphs. 

I cannot  conclude  without  thanking  you  all,  in  whatever 
capacity  you  may  serve,  for  your  constant  support  and  interest. 
Thanks  to  the  unreserved  co-operation  of  both  Council  and 
staff,  a most  pleasant  atmosphere  prevails  and  this  has  been  of 
the  utmost  help  to  my  department  in  their  efforts  to  improve 
the  conditions  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Ogmore  and  Garw  area. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

On  December  31st,  1956,  44  men  and  18  women  were 
registered  as  unemployed,  making  a total  of  62  as  compared 
with  32  men  and  78  women,  making  a total  of  110  on  December 
31st,  1955,  and  63  men  and  65  women  making  a total  of  128, 
on  December  31st,  1954. 

The  number  of  registered  disabled  persons  placed  in 
employment  in  the  twelve  months  ended  January  31st,  1957 
was  26  men  and  4 women  making  a total  of  30  as  compared 
with  36  during  the  twelve  months  ended  January  31st,  1956. 

There  were  127  persons  disabled  by  pneumoconiosis  and 
silicosis  on  the  register  of  disabled  persons  on  April  16th,  1956 
as  compared  with  132  on  the  register  of  disabled  persons  on 
April  20th,  1955  and  156  on  the  register  on  April  20th,  1954 
and  172  on  April  20th,  1953. 

This  marks  a decrease  of  45  persons  in  four  years. 

Twenty-seven  disabled  persons  from  the  Ogmore  and 
Garw  area  are  employed  in  Remploy,  Ltd.,  Industrial  Estate, 
Bridgend.  There  is  an  increase  of  12  compared  with  the  number 
employed  there  in  1955. 
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In  the  past  year  four  men  and  two  women  from  this  area 
were  accepted  for  vocational  training  or  industrial  rehabilitation 
at  the  Cardiff  Training  Centre  or  Industrial  Rehabilitation  Unit. 
This  figure  compares  with  nine  so  accepted  during  1955. 

The  following  is  information  concerning  man-power 
in  the  collieries  of  the  district.

SOCIAL  ACTIVITIES 

The  Coal  Industry  Social  Welfare  Organisation  has 
established  two  Welfare  Halls  and  one  Ambulance  Hall,  namely 
at  Lewistown,  Bettws  and  in  the  Garw  Valley. 

Entertainments  provided  there  have  proved  a great 
attraction  to  all  ages  of  the  community. 

Social  Welfare  Clubs  are  held  in  the  halls  as  well  as 
concerts,  dances  and  various  other  forms  of  entertainment. 
Such  community  centres  prove  of  great  value,  especially  in 
keeping  the  young  people  off  the  roads. 


THE  YOUTH  EMPLOYMENT  SERVICE 

There  were  no  changes  or  development  in  this  service 
during  the  year.  The  Youth  Employment  Officer  continues 
to  help  and  advise  young  people  both  in  choosing  a career  and 
in  adapting  themselves  to  their  new  life  once  they  have  embarked 
upon  their  career. 


They  visit  the  schools  before  the  end  of  term  in  order  to 
interview  and  advise  both  those  about  to  leave  and  their  parents. 
They  attend  on  Monday  morning  between  10.15  a.m.  and  12.15  p.m. 
at  the  Ogmore  Vale  office  and  the  same  day  between  2 p.m.  and 
4 p.m.  at  the  Pontycymmer  office  with  the  same  object. 

The  employment  position  remains  about  the  same  but 
the  greatest  difficulty  is  finding  sufficient  progressive  openings 
where  a scheme  of  training  is  in  operation.  The  nationalized 
industries  offer  the  widest  scope  in  this  respect. 

When  there  is  competition  in  securing  such  apprenticeships, 
the  choice  will  obviously  fall  upon  the  youth  with  the  best 
scholastic  attainments  ; the  Employment  Officer  is  at  great 
pains  to  point  this  out  to  the  youths  and  impresses  upon  them 
the  need  for  further  education.  Most  employers  readily  engage 
a youth  who  has  sufficient  interest  in  his  work  to  wish  to  attend 
evening  classes  and  they  will  give  him  the  necessary  “ day 
release  ” for  further  education. 

There  are  schemes  of  training  in  the  National  Coal  Board, 
Mechanical  or  Electrical  Engineering  and  in  British  Railways. 

During  the  past  year,  13  individual,  vocational  guidance 
interviews  were  conducted  at  the  Garw  Grammar  School 
19  at  the  Ogmore. 

Visits  are  arranged  for  the  Grammar  School  pupils  so 
that  they  may  watch  professional  people  at  work  ; in  such  visits, 
the  hospitals  are  particularly  helpful. 

The  progress  of  young  people  placed  in  work  is  the  constant 
care  of  the  Youth  Employment  Officer.  Open  evenings  are  held 
on  the  second  Wednesday  in  the  month  from  6 p.m.  to  7 p.m. 
at  Ogmore  Vale  and  the  fourth  Wednesday  in  the  month  from 
6 p.m.  to  7 p.m.  at  Pontycymmer.

In  the  year  October,  1955 — September,  1956 — 76  acres 
of  land  was  planted  in  the  Ogmore  and  Garw  area.  Eleven 
acres  of  this  had  to  be  replanted  after  fires  during  the  same 
period.  13,000  plants  were  used.  The  planting  operations  were 
carried  out  on  the  mountain  west  of  Pontyrhyl. 

The  average  number  of  employees  during  that  period 
was  35  (men  and  boys). 

The  future  programme  entails  further  development  of 
the  Garw  Fechan  area  and  general  maintenance. 

During  the  period,  fires  caused  considerable  havoc  in  this 
particular  forest.  Eleven  fires  inside  the  planted  areas  were 
dealt  with.  The  total  area  burnt  was  limited  to  50  acres — thanks 
to  prompt  attention  and  a fair  amount  of  co-operation  from  the 
general  public. 

The  head  forester  states,  he  would  much  appreciate  help 
in  creating  a sympathetic  attitude  towards  the  efforts  of  the 
foresters  at  afforestation. 

He  especially  emphasises  the  trouble  and  anxiety  caused 
by  fire  and  wanton  damage. 

The  schools  throughout  the  area  might  perhaps  take 
special  note  of  his  request.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  for  the  year  1956  was  33.33 
per  thousand  live  births  representing  12  deaths  as  compared 
with  21  per  thousand  in  the  year  1955  representing  seven  deaths. 
The  infantile  mortality  rate  of  1955  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 

Of  the  12  deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  which  occurred 
in  1956,  10  died  when  less  than  a week  old  and  of  these,  seven 
were  less  than  3 days  old.  Of  these  ten,  six  were  premature 
infants.  Once  more  prematurity  is  the  chief  destroyer. 

Two  of  the  six  premature  infants  were  born  of  the  same 
mother  within  eleven  months  of  each  other.  She  had  not  recovered 
from  the  first  pregnancy  before  she  begun  the  second.  She  felt 
very  unwell  through  both  pregnancies  and  dwelt  in  a poor  house 
in  need  of  repair.  She  took  full  advantage  of  all  the  facilities 
offered  but  her  state  of  health  and  the  laborious  house  in  which 
she  lived  contributed  in  no  small  measure  to  her  inability  to 
bring  her  infants  to  full  term. 

Another  of  the  mothers  of  the  premature  infants  lived 
in  a fair  home,  but  she  did  not  take  full  advantage  of  the  facilities 
offered.  Her  child  was  malformed. 

Another  was  extremely  active  as  she  ran  a business  as 
well  as  a home.  She  seemed  in  good  health  and  took  advantage 
of  all  the  facilities  offered. 

Another  dwelt  in  a poor  home,  was  a member  of  a problem 
family  and  was  of  an  extremely  low  mental  state. 

The  sixth  mother  of  the  infant  born  prematurely  came 
from  a good  home  and  took  full  advantage  of  all  facilities. 
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The  mother  of  the  infant  who  died  of  cerebral  haemorrhage 
was  elderly  and  in  poor  health.  She  took  full  advantage  of  all 
facilities  and  lived  in  a good  home. 

The  mother  of  the  child  who  had  an  intra-cranial  haem- 
orrhage took  full  advantage  of  all  facilities.  She  had  been  married 
ten  years  and  this  was  her  first  child. 

The  mother  of  the  child  who  was  abnormal  at  birth  was 
unable  to  take  advantage  of  all  facilities  as  she  was  running  a 
business. 

The  mother  of  another  child  had  a blood  abnormality, 
had  she  taken  advantage  of  all  the  facilities,  the  infant  might 
have  been  saved. 

The  child  who  died  of  broncho  pneumonia  was  born  with 
an  abnormality.  The  mother  was  poor  in  health  and  the  home 
not  good. 

The  mother  of  the  child  who  died  of  a brain  infection  did 
not  take  advantage  of  all  the  medical  facilities  available.  The 
child  might  have  been  saved. 

All  the  researches  on  investigation  into  the  causes  of 
prematurity  and  still  birth  are  useless  unless  health  education 
is  given  to  the  pregnant  mother  either  individually  or  in  groups 
as  upon  her  health  and  behaviour  during  pregnancy  depends 
the  outcome  of  her  condition. 

At  the  present  time,  investigation  of  the  most  minute 
and  from  every  aspect  is  available,  for  all  pregnant  women.  This 
may  give  the  future  mother  a false  sense  of  security  who  thinks 
she  need  do  nothing  for  the  welfare  of  the  coming  child. 

We  should  intensify  health  education  so  that  she  also  will 
play  her  part  in  the  prevention  of  prematurity  and  still  births 
and  in  safe  guarding  the  future  of  her  child.  Is  sufficient  stress 
laid  upon  the  simple  rules  of  health — suitable  nutrition,  the 
desirability  of  fresh  air  both  by  day  and  night,  the  use  of  leisure 
and  other  foundation  stones  upon  which  the  edifice  of  health 
and  happiness  for  mother  and  child  is  built  ?

Scarlet  Fever  : 

Last  year,  the  notifications  for  scarlet  fever  were  the 
lowest  since  records  have  been  kept,  but  this  year  there  has 
been  a sharp  increase — from  12  in  1955  to  111  in  1956.  There 
were  57  notifications  in  the  Garw  and  54  in  the  Ogmore,  with 
none  in  the  Abercerdin  Ward. 

The  cases  were,  in  general,  mild,  though  some  developed 
complications.  All,  eventually,  made  a complete  recovery. 

Whooping  Cough  : 

Of  the  71  cases  notified,  not  one  had  been  immunised. 
Full  scale  facilities  for  whooping  cough  immunisation  have  been 
offered  for  only  three  years  and  it  will  be  noticed  that  the  majority 
of  cases  fall  in  the  over  4 age  group. 

IVieastes  : 

The  notifications  of  this  year  were  368  less  than  last  year. 
There  were  27  notifications  from  the  Garw  Valley,  10  from  the 
Ogmore  and  20  from  the  Abercerdin  Ward. 

Diphtheria  : 

This  is  the  sixth  year  during  which  there  have  been  no 
diphtheria  notifications. 

Dysentery  : 

Of  the  19  cases  notified,  15  occurred  in  Llangeinor  during 
the  first  three  months  of  the  year.  The  first  cases  came  to  light 
during  the  school  holidays,  when  there  was  much  movement. 
It  cannot  be  ascertained  where  the  actual  first  case  was  infected, 
but  it  can  be  believed  with  a fair  degree  of  accuracy  that  the 
others  were  cases  of  cross  infection  and  were  the  result  of  contact 
with  the  original  case.  During  the  investigation,  it  was  gratifying 
to  find  among  the  food  handlers  a high  sense  of  personal  hygiene 
which  made  one  feel  that  infection  was  not  likely  to  spread 
through  these  agencies. 

The  five  cases  notified  in  March  were  all  from  the  same 
family.  One  of  the  children  apparently  had  a mild  illness  not 
sufficiently  acute  to  call  in  medical  advice.  This  child  became 
a carrier  and  eventually  affected  the  mother  and  four  other 
children  in  the  family. 

After  this  group  became  non-infective,  there  were  no 
further  cases  in  this  area  during  the  year. 
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The  one  case  notified  from  Nantymoel  in  July  had  just 
returned  from  holidays  and  had  been  infected  elsewhere.  The 
case  notified  from  Ogmore  Vale  was  working  in  a factory  in 
Bridgend,  where  she  apparently  contracted  the  infection.  The 
contacts  of  these  cases  were  investigated  and  found  to  be  non- 
infectious. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia  : 

There  were  three  cases  notified,  the  first  since  1954,  when 
one  case  was  notified.  They  were  mild  cases  which  made  a 
satisfactory  recovery. 

Meningoccal  Meningitis  : 

Two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  The}'  were 
two  male  children  both  under  2 years  of  age.  The  one  notified 
from  the  Garw  Valley  was  outside  the  area  when  he  was  taken 
ill.  No  other  cases  were  notified  from  this  area  at  the  time. 
The  other  case  was  from  Lewistown.  The  child  was  18  months 
old.  Both  patients  made  a complete  recovery. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis— Non  paralytic  : 

One  case  was  notified  from  Bettws  in  September.  The 
patient  was  a boy  of  twelve  who  did  not  develop  paralysis  and 
was  discharged  from  hospital  well. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis  -Paralytic  : 

One  case  occurred  in  Ogmore  Vale  in  October.  The  patient 
was  a boy  of  two  and  had  paralysis  of  both  legs.  He  was  still  in 
hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Food  Poisoning  : 

There  were  five  cases  notified  as  food  poisoning  during 
the  year.  Two  patients  were  children — one  of  3 years  of  age 
and  one  of  4 months.  They  were  sisters  living  at  Nantymoel, 
the  cases  were  not  severe.  The  children  had  had  mild  symptoms 
some  time  before  investigations  were  made,  but  they  were  so 
trivial  that  no  doctor  was  called  in  and  the  diagnosis  was  made 
in  the  welfare  clinic.  This  type  of  case  could  be  a source  of 
trouble  as  other  cases  might  be  infected.  As  a matter  of  fact, 
the  children  were  just  about  to  leave  for  a seaside  holiday  where 
they  would  have  been  in  the  midst  of  crowds.  However,  home 
conditions  were  so  good  that  after  she  had  been  instructed  in 
the  prevention  of  spread,  the  mother  was  able  to  nurse  the  children 
at  home  and  the  cases  rapidly  became  non-infectious.  The 
organism  salmonella  typhi  murium  was  found  to  be  the  infecting 
agent,  but  as  the  infection  was  of  long  standing,  the  source  could 
not  be  discovered. 
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A male  patient  of  78  was  admitted  to  hospital  after  having 
eaten  cooked,  cold  pig’s  cheek,  but  although  specimens  from 
the  patient  and  from  the  meat  were  investigated,  no  incriminating 
agent  could  be  found. 

The  remaining  two  patients  notified  as  suffering  from 
food  poisoning  were  14  years  and  7 months.  The  infecting  agent 
could  not  be  isolated.

VACCINATION 


Of  later  years,  parents  have  not,  on  the  whole,  shown 
a great  desire  to  have  their  children  vaccinated.  The  number 
of  vaccinees  has  dropped  considerably.  Now  efforts  are  being 
made  to  acquaint  the  public  of  the  dangers  which  still  exist 
from  smallpox.  Since  flying  has  become  a common  mode  of 
transport,  the  carrying  of  infection  is  an  ever  present  danger 
and  a constant  surveillance  is  kept  over  persons  flying  into  this 
country,  when  they  have  touched  at  a place  where  there  is  small- 
pox. 


Even  in  this  area,  people  who  have  come  from  infected 
regions  have  had  to  be  kept  under  strict  observation.  At  the 
moment,  there  is  some  increase  in  the  number  of  applications 
for  vaccination. 

DIPHTHERIA  AND  WHOOPING  COUGH 

There  has  been  a constant  attendance  at  the  clinic  for 
combined  immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough. 

POLIOMYELITIS  IMMUNISATIONS 

During  the  first  year  of  its  institution,  there  has  been 
great  enthusiasm  for  inoculation  against  poliomyelitis,  the  demand 
far  exceeding  the  supply  of  vaccine. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

There  were  18  notifications  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
during  the  year — 11  females  and  7 males.  Seven  of  the  females 
were  in  the  age  group  17 — 32,  which  is  the  most  susceptible  to 
infection.  It  is  good  to  observe  that  16  of  these  notifications 
were  but  slightly  infected  and  were  not  infectious.  Apart  from 
their  being  discovered  before  becoming  a source  of  danger  to 
others,  their  condition  was  such  that  rapid  and  complete  recovery 
was  anticipated  without  long  hospitalization.  One  advanced 
case  infected  her  small  daughter  who  also  needed  hosptalization. 
It  is  uplifting  to  know  that  the  decrease  in  demand  for  hospital 
beds  has  reached  such  low  proportions  that  adult  females  and 
children  can  be  admitted  immediately  after  notification.  This 
gives  them  a chance  of  speedy  recovery.  Only  a few  years  ago, 
the  waiting  lists  for  sanatoria  were  so  long  that  some  patients 
had  to  wait  a year  before  being  admitted.  Locally  there  is  still 
a waiting  list  for  the  admission  of  males.  This  improved  state 
of  affairs  does  not  diminish  the  need  for  constant  vigilance  and 
instructions  on  health  education. 
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f,  r f 'll<iVre  W6je tt22  ?d™lssions  *0  the  tuberculosis  wards  of 
the  Cefn  Hirgoed  Hospital  from  this  area  during  the  year  four 
male  and  eight  female  from  the  Garw  Valley,  three  male  and 
seven  female  from  the  Ogmore  Valley.  Two  females  were  dis- 
charged  once  and  admitted  twice  during  the  year. 

It  is  most  essential  that  ex-patients  should  return  home 
to  conditions  which  will  not  militate  against  the  continuation 
of  their  restored  health. 


There  were  no  notifications  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis 
during  the  year.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this  magnificent  achieve- 
ment can  be  directly  attributed  to  the  campaign  for  tuberculin 
tested  and  pasteurized  milk  which  has  been  conducted  for  years, 
this  shows  how  it  pays  to  persevere  and  not  abandon  hope  when 
there  seems  to  be  no  obvious  result. 


It  was  unfortunate  that  we  could  not  continue  the  successful 
series  of  mass  radiography  surveys.  After  massive  propaganda 
which,  m one  period,  in  one  area  brought  in  90  /0  of  the  population 
people  were  beginning  to  appreciate  the  benefits  accruing  from 
participation  m the  scheme.  Now  that  there  has  been  a break 
m the  rhythm,  it  seems  likely  that  interest  must  be  aroused 
once  more  so  that  a gratifying  response  may  be  made  by  the 
public.  J

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B.C.G.  VACCINATIONS 


This  vaccination  is  now  offered  to  school  children  of 
13  and  14  years  of  age.  This  is,  in  addition  to  other  preventative 
measures,  a protection  against  contracting  tuberculosis.  Parents 
are  asked  if  they  wish  their  children  to  be  so  vaccinated. 

The  children  are  given  a Mantoux  skin  test  which  indicates 
whether  they  have  had  a previous  infection.  Those  who  are 
considered  not  to  have  been  infected  and  do  not  possess  an 
immunity  are  given  B.C.G.  vaccination. 

Amongst  the  pupils  of  Nantymoel  Secondary  School, 
the  permission  of  94  parents  was  requested,  71  consented.  65 
Mantoux  tests  were  given,  55  of  the  tests  were  negative  and 
55  B.C.G.  vaccinations  were  given. 

Amongst  the  pupils  of  Ogmore  Vale  Secondary  School, 
the  permission  of  61  parents  was  obtained.  55  Mantoux  tests 
were  given,  45  of  the  tests  were  negative  and  44  of  the  pupils 
received  B.C.G.  vaccination. 

Amongst  the  pupils  of  the  Garw  Grammar  School,  the 
permission  of  111  parents  was  sought.  76  acquiesed,  73  Mantoux 
tests  were  made,  55  of  the  tests  were  negative  and  54  of  the 
pupils  received  B.C.G.  vaccination. 

Children  in  other  age  groups  who  are  likely  to  be  or  who 
have  been  in  contact  with  cases  of  tuberculosis  are  vaccinated 
at  the  Bridgend  Chest  Clinic.  27  children  were  vaccinated  at 
this  clinic  in  1956. 


DEATHS  FROM  CANCER.

The  new  heating  system  at  this  hospital  has  now  been  in 
operation  long  enough  to  gauge  its  efficiency.  It  has  certainly 
justified  the  recommendations  made  for  it. 

The  new  cubicles  have  been  utilized  to  the  full. 
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The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  throughout  the  area 
during  the  year  was  low  and  the  cases  were  mild. 

However,  the  demand  for  beds  for  isolation  purposes 
remained  high  as  with  the  introduction  of  more  cubicles,  we  see 
a changing  pattern  in  the  requests  for  admission  to  this  type  of 
hospital.  Practitioners  now,  if  they  think  there  is  any  suspicion 
of  a case  being  in  the  slightest  degree  infectious,  ask  for  the  patient 
to  be  admitted  to  the  isolation  hospital  for  investigation  in  order 
to  exclude  any  infection  before  being  sent  to  the  General  Hospital 
for  medical  or  surgical  treatment.  This  is  an  excellent  trend 
as  it  should  limit  the  spread  of  infection  in  General  Hospitals 
and  curtail  the  consequent  bed  wastage.

OLD  PEOPLE’S  WELFARE 

The  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  in  each  of  the  valleys 
continue  their  excellent  work. 

The  visiting  Committee  of  the  Ogmore  Valley  Branch 
have  paid  1,501  visits  to  sick  and  house-bound  people  in  the 
valleys  and  146  to  people  in  hospitals.  On  each  visit,  a small 
present  was  given.  The  cost  of  such  parcels  is  met  by  voluntary 
contributions  collected  by  the  National  Unions  of  Mine  workers, 
of  Teachers,  of  Railwaymen,  of  Public  Employees  and  of  Forestry 
Workers.  A number  of  privately  owned  shops  within  the  valley 
also  make  similar  weekty  contributions. 

Negotiations  are  still  pending  for  the  acquisition  of  a plot 
of  land  on  which  to  erect  an  Old  People’s  Recreational  Club. 

In  the  Garw  Valley,  the  sick  visiting  attendances  have 
been  well  maintained  throughout  the  year.  The  total  value 

of  the  gifts  distributed  amounted  to  £305/15/7d.  The  National 
Union  of  Mineworkers  and  other  organisations  make  such 
generosity  possible. 
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A building  which  is  to  be  converted  into  an  Old  People’s 
Recreation  Hall  has  been  acquired  at  Pontycymmer.  Planning 
permission  has  been  obtained. 

A Chiropody  service  was  commenced  during  the  year 
and  has  been  much  appreciated.  Since  March  28th,  when  the 
Chiropodist  first  opened  a clinic  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic 
Pontycymmer,  50  persons  have  had  regular  treatment. 

Evanstown  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  is  combined 
with  that  of  Llantrisant.  The  Committee  meets  on  alternate 
Tuesdays.  Visits  are  paid  to  those  in  hospital  and  the  house- 
bound, when  gifts  are  made. 

The  voluntary  workers  in  these  Committees  do  excellent 
work.  Through  their  offices,  it  seems  impossible  for  any  old 
person  to  be  neglected.  They  aid  the  old  people  in  securing  all 
the  benefits  to  which  they  are  entitled. 

In  cases  of  sickness,  often  they  do  night  nursing. 

Those  in  hospital,  are  extremely  appreciative  of  visits 
from  the  local  visitors,  who  often  are  the  only  means  they  have 
of  keeping  in  touch  with  their  former  homes. 

When  one  has  reached  the  last  stage  in  the  seven  ages 
of  man,  one  is  especially  grateful  for  attentions  which  are  not 
encumbered  by  a time  table  and  by  inelastic  rules  and  regulations. 
In  this  respect,  the  voluntary  worker  has  the  advantage  over  a 
state  supplied  welfare  worker.  “ The  blue  envelope  of  officialdom  ” 
in  whatever  form  it  may  be  presented  is  usually  received  with 
a certain  amount  of  suspicion  by  the  older  folk.  The  voluntary 
worker,  which,  in  this  case,  is  another  name  for  the  friendly  and 
helpful  neighbour  is,  in  this  area,  at  least,  well  known  to  the 
older  person.  He  or  she  and  the  worker  have  much  in  common  ; 
the  aged  have  no  future  and  their  pleasure  is  to  wander  through 
the  past  ; the  voluntary  worker  has  the  time  to  be  the  recipient 
of  many  confidences  and  to  share  in  many  reminiscences. 

To  the  lonely  aged,  such  opportunities  are  beyond  price 
and  from  this  point  of  view,  the  voluntary  worker  can  never 
be  replaced. 

It  is  of  paramount  importance  whenever  possible  to  keep 
the  older  person  in  a state  of  positive  health.  I sometimes  wonder 
whether  it  would  not  be  possible  to  extend  the  activities  of  the 
infant  welfare  centres  so  that  the  other  extremities  of  life  might 
also  enjoy  their  benefits.  The  older  people  might  attend  clinics 
regularly  for  a check  up  and  receive  their  quota  of  orange  juice 
and  cod  liver  oil.  This  need  not  entail  much  organisation  for 
the  local  authority  as  the  older  folk  might  attend  existing  infant 
welfare  clinics  ; the  two  extremities  of  life  which  are  always 
the  special  care  of  the  welfare  state  might  receive  the  benefits 
of  this  state  at  the  same  time  and  place. 
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If  such  a plan  were  adopted,  it  would  lead  to  a relief  in 
the  congestion  at  the  practitioners’  surgery. 

Another  plan  which  might  be  adopted  is  that  of  distributing 
to  the  aged,  dinners  from  the  schools,  each  school  being  responsible 
for  the  aged  in  the  vicinity. 

If  the  older  children  were  taught  to  take  the  dinners,  it 
would  be  a practical  lesson  in  civic  consciousness  and  good 
neighbourliness. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS  1947  and  1951 

Section  47  of  the  above  Act,  gives  powers  to  remove 
elderly  people  who  are  in  need  of  care  and  attention  to  a hospital 
or  an  institution. 

It  has  not,  fortunately,  been  necessary  to  exercise  any 
compulsion  during  the  past  year.  Cases  falling  into  this  category 
have  been  dealt  with  by  explaining  to  the  people  concerned  the 
facilities  available  to  them  and  the  comforts  they  will  enjoy. 
It  must  be  stressed  here  that  it  is  the  sincere  desire  of  the  Council 
to  keep  people  in  their  homes,  as  far  as  it  is  humanly  possible, 
by  utilising  the  home  help  system  and  the  services  of  the  voluntary 
old  age  organisations.  In  this  respect,  satisfactory  results  have 
been  obtained. 

A new  Geriatric  Hospital,  Maesgwyn,  is  to  be  opened  on 
the  borders  of  this  authority.  It  was  formerly  a Miners’  Hostel. 
It  will  accommodate  64  elderly  folk.  It  will  be  used  for  those 
who  are  too  infirm  to  be  suitable  for  the  County  Council  Hostel 
and  yet  are  not  hospital  cases.  This  will  be  of  great  assistance 
in  solving  outstanding  problems.  It  is  hoped  that  a certain 
amount  of  rehabilitation  can  be  carried  out  to  enable  those 
suitable,  to  return  home  or  to  be  admitted  to  hostels  if  home 
conditions  are  not  suitable. 

DEPRIVED  CHILDREN 

In  1956,  six  children  from  this  area  were  admitted  to  the 
Children’s  Homes  of  the  County  Council.

There  were  15  children  normally  resident  in  the  Ogmore 
and  Garw  Area  in  the  Children’s  Homes  on  December  31st,  1956. 


PROBLEM  FAMILIES 

There  are  few  families  in  the  area  which  present  any 
problems,  but  these  few  stand  out  against  the  background  of 
their  more  civic  minded  neighbours.  Great  efforts  are  made 
to  prevent  these  families  from  being  evicted  for  non-payment 
of  rent,  etc.,  as  once  they  have  to  relinquish  their  homes,  re- 
habilitation becomes  very  difficult.  Experience  shows  that  no 
soil  is  entirely  barren  and  if  there  is  the  faintest  hope  of  improve- 
ment in  behaviour  one  should  not  despair. 


HOUSES 

No  houses  were  built  by  the  Council  during  the  year 
due  to  the  Authority  not  being  given  planning  permission  to 
utilize  for  building,  land  within  the  area.  The  region  for  which 
development  permission  was  required  were  Bettws  and  Pant- 
yrawel,  although  the  area  at  Llangeinor  would  also  be  acceptable 
to  the  Council.  Four  houses  were  built  privately. 

With  the  loss  of  housing  units,  through  subsidence  and 
decay,  the  waiting  lists  for  houses  are  growing  alarmingly.  When 
a house  falls  vacant,  the  work  of  the  Housing  Committee  is 
extremely  worrying  and  difficult.  Much  unavoidable  distress 
and  disappointment  is  caused  after  each  letting  as  each  would-be 
tenant  feels  that  no  case  could  be  worse  than  his.  At  the 
moment,  full  employment  exists  in  the  valleys  and  the  young 
people  feel  especially  frustrated  as  they  have  the  means  to  improve 
their  standard  of  living  if  the  facilities  were  available. 

It  seems  unreasonable  that  these  people  should  be  denied 
the  living  accommodation  which  would  be  theirs  if  they  lived 
outside  the  valleys. 
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During  the  year,  the  Council  took  a very  important  step 
in  adopting  Section  15  of  the  1949  Act  dealing  with  the  acquisition 
conversion  and  repair  of  houses. 


The  object  is  to  buy  houses  in  a bad  state  of  repair  which 
owners  have  either  been  unable  to,  or  unwilling  to  improve. 

The  Council  inaugurates  repairs  which  will  bring  the 
houses  up  to  modern  standards  and  they  are  then  rented. 


The  idea  is  to  experiment  with  a few  blocks  of  houses 
which  can  be  dealt  with  more  easily  than  scattered  dwellings 
It  is  hoped  by  this  method  to  supply  accommodation  at  a moderate 
cost  and  of  a standard  which  is  everyman’s  due.

At  the  present  time,  many  young  people  wish  to  become 
owner-occupiers.  This  is  not  entirely  due  to  the  fact  that  they 
cannot  obtain  the  tenancy  of  Council  Houses  as  in  several  cases, 
tenants  have  left  Council-owned  houses  in  order  to  buy  their  own! 

They  wish  to  live  in  a certain  part  of  the  valley  and  to 
make  their  own  improvements  according  to  their  own  design 
When  the  husband  of  the  family  can  do  some  of  the  work,  it  is 
surprising  what  excellent  results  can  be  obtained  at  a moderate 
cost.  Old  property  has  been  converted  into  houses  with  all 
modern  conveniences.

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It  is  a healthy  sign  that  people  no  longer  wish  to  live  a 
nomadic  kind  of  existence  but  like  to  dig  their  roots  into  one 
spot. 

SUBSIDENCE 

The  subsidence  of  houses  due  to  mine  workings  is  still 
proceeding  at  an  alarming  rate,  expecially  in  the  upper  end  of 
the  Garw  Valley.  The  Council  is  very  deeply  concerned  at  this 
increasing  threat  despite  assurances  from  members  of  the  N.C.B. 
that  adequate  precautions  are  being  taken  in  areas  where  mining 
is  still  being  carried  on  and  that  subsidence  has  ceased  altogether 
in  other  danger  areas. 

Councillors  have  been  asked  to  meet  representatives  of 
the  Coal  Board  at  both  the  Council  Offices  and  the  Coal  Board 
Offices,  but  suggestions  made  have  not  been  accepted  by  the 
Council  and  the  matter  is  still  being  given  their  earnest  con- 
sideration. 

Before  consent  is  given  to  the  Coal  Board  to  demolish 
any  property,  it  is  the  custom  of  the  Council  to  meet  representatives 
of  the  Coal  Board  in  order  to  discuss  the  best  method  of  preserving 
such  property.  When  it  is  agreed  that  it  is  not  reasonable  to 
repair  it,  the  tenants  are  rehoused  by  the  Council. 

In  paying  compensation,  it  has  been  the  custom  of  the 
Coal  Board  to  pay  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  demolition  and 
for  the  clearance  of  the  site.  Without  exception,  the  house 
has  been  demolished  to  a certain  level  and  the  site  left  uncleaned. 
Now  agreement  has  been  reached  with  the  Coal  Board  that, 
in  future,  the  Coal  Board  will  buy  the  house  and  arrange  for 
the  site  to  be  levelled. 

Perhaps  we  may  see  such  sites  developed  into  green  spaces, 
the  Council  giving  what  help  it  can  to  achieving  this  result. 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS,  1956 

Twenty-six  applications  for  improvement  grants  were 
made  during  the  year  under  the  1949  Housing  Act.  There  is 
close  liaison  between  the  Surveyor’s  Department  and  the  Public 
Health  Department  and  joint  inspections  are  made.  Ten  grants 
were  approved  and  payments  made,  thirteen  others  were  approved, 
but  the  work  was  not  completed  and  three  applications  were 
refused. 
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SUMMONSES 


In  default  of  Notices  served  under  Section  93  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  16  summonses  were  taken  out  during  the  year 
against  landlords  who  did  not  complete  housing  repairs  as 
instructed. 

Six  Nuisance  Orders  were  made  giving  28  days  for 
completion  of  the  required  repairs,  six  Nuisance  Orders  allowing 
two  months  for  completion,  one  summons  was  withdrawn  as 
the  work  had  been  completed  and  three  summonses  had  to  be 
withdrawn  because  the  landlord  could  not  be  found. 

Under  Section  154,  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  a summons 
against  a Rag  and  Bone  Dealer  was  instituted  on  the  grounds 
that  he  gave  toys  to  children  under  14  years  of  age.

WATER 

1956  could  not  be  termed  a wet  year  and  the  rainfall  was, 
in  fact,  below  the  long  term  average. 

During  the  year,  21  samples  were  taken  by  this  Authority 
and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Cardiff  for 
bacteriological  examination,  81%  were  satisfactory  ; three 
samples  were  taken  for  chemical  examination,  two  from  farms 
which  were  not  on  the  mains  and  one  from  Bethania  Chapel, 
Evanstown.  All  these  were  satisfactory.  One  sample  to  test 
for  plumbo  solvency  was  taken  at  Blackmill  Hospital  and  was 
found  to  contain  a small  amount  of  lead. 

Effective  soda- ash  treatment  to  prevent  plumbo  solvency 
at  the  Nant-y-ci  source  was  continued  without  interruption 
during  the  year.  When  a sample  is  not  satisfactory,  the  board 
is  immediately  informed  and  action  is  taken. 
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During  1956,  298  samples  of  raw  and  treated  water  were 
submitted  by  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratories,  Cardiff  for  bacteriological  examination, 
89%  of  the  samples  of  treated  water  were  satisfactory.  Subsequent 
check  samples  of  waters  previously  unsatisfactory  proved  in  all 
cases  to  be  satisfactory.  In  addition,  17  samples  of  raw  water 
were  submitted  to  the  above  laboratories  for  chemical  analysis. 

The  supply  to  the  Buarthu  region  originally  came  from 
the  Nant-y-ci  mains  ; in  recent  years,  owing  to  the  increasing 
population  in  the  Blackmill  district,  this  supply  was  overloaded 
and  led  to  a series  of  failures  at  the  Glynllan  Housing  Estate. 
The  Buarthu  Area  is  now  being  supplied  with  water  from  the 
Board’s  main  distribution  scheme  ; this  water  is  of  a different 
character  from  the  upland  sources,  notably,  of  course,  it  is  harder 
than  the  Nant-y-ci  water,  which  has  to  be  treated  for  exceptional 
acidity  and  plumbo  solvency. 

The  Board  did  not  acquire  any  new  source  of  supply 
during  the  year. 

Two  farms  were  connected  to  the  Board’s  mains  during 
the  year — Ty  Nant,  Llangeinor  and  Bryn  Mawr,  Bettws. 

During  the  year,  no  mains  were  laid  in  this  area. 

At  all  times,  there  is  excellent  co-operation  between  this 
Authority  and  the  Water  Board.

It  is  highly  gratifying  that  such  a high  standard  of  purity 
has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year. 


FOOD  HYGIENE 

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955,  came  into  operation  on  January  1st,  1956. 

In  cases  where  difficulties  arose  over  alterations  in  premises 
and  equipment,  the  adoption  of  certain  Sections  was  postponed 
until  July  1st. 
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The  aim  of  the  Act  is  to  prevent  the  spread  of  food  borne 
diseases.  Hence,  those  who  prepare  or  sell  food  will  be  required 
to  attain  certain  standards  in  the  premises  upon  which  it  is 
prepared,  sold  or  served. 

Without  the  co-operation  of  the  food  vendors,  the  regula- 
tions will  be  useless,  since  although  the  premises  may  be  of  the 
highest  standards,  if  the  habits  and  personal  hygiene  of  the 
vendor  and  his  assistants  are  not  of  an  equal  standard,  nothing 
has  been  accomplished  in  the  mitigation  of  the  spread  of  infection 

Food  handlers  should  have  a sound  knowledge  of  the 
cause  and  prevention  of  food  borne  infections.  This  can  be 
brought  about  by  frequent  and  free  discussions  in  a friendly 
atmosphere  between  them  and  the  Public  Health  Officers. 

The  Officers  of  the  Public  Health  Department  have  found 
a natural  desire  on  the  part  of  food  vendors  in  the  area  to  reach 
a high  standard  of  cleanliness  both  in  their  person  and  on  their 
premises.  They  welcome  advice  and  discussion  which  helps 
them  to  attain  their  objects.

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES 


There  are  two  licensed  private  Slaughter-houses  within 
the  area  occupied  by  Co-op.  Society  Ltd.,  Fenton  Place. 
Ponty cymmer  and  Mrs.  I.  Jones,  rear  49  High  Street' 
Ogmore  Vale. 

In  addition  to  the  Co-op  Society,  four  other  butchers 
make  use  of  the  Pontycymmer  Slaughter-house. 

Ogmore  Vale  Slaughter-house  was  licensed  in  August  and 
began  to  operate  at  the  beginning  of  September. 

The  number  of  animals  killed  shows  a slight  increase  over 
last  years  figures. 

A considerable  percentage  of  the  animals  killed  were 
purchased  from  markets  within  the  T.T.  areas  of  West 
Wales. 

Of  the  number  of  cows  killed,  a considerable  proportion 
were  for  manufacturing  purposes,  and  the  remainder  who 
purchased  as  S.Y.C’s.  (Special  Young  Cows). 

All  condemned  meat,  hoofs  and  horns,  etc.  are  collected 
twice  weekly  by  Beresford  & Sons,  Pencoed. 

Considerable  improvements  were  carried  out  at  the  Co- 
operative Slaughter-house — internal  wall  surfaces  were 
tiled,  etc.
